REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is well 
known in the art to form an insulating layer on the sidewalls of a bump electrode to 
prevent an electrical short through the side surface of the electrode which occurs due to 
a cdnductive elements or balls in ACA/ACF thereby yielding a plurality pf metal bumps 
having sidewalls covered with an insulating layer, see, for example, Kim, U.S. Patent 
6,232,563, of record or Chun, U.S. Patent 5,923,080, newly cited. However, Chun 

teaches to form the insulating layer on the entire outer surface of the el^ 
Figure 3; column 2, lines 59-61 ; and column 2, line 66. bridging column 3 to line 8). Kim 
et al. teach to form the insulating layer only on the side surfaces of each bump electrode 
(see column 3. lines 55-67; column 4. lines 47-62; column 4. line 66, bridging column 5 
to line 32; and figures 4, 5B-5D and 6A-6B). Hence the structures of both Kim and 
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Chun comprise a plurality of metal bumps in which adjacent sidewalls of the bUmps are 
covered With an ihsulatihg layer. None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a 
sti-ucture comprising a plurality of metal bumps wherein the sidewall of a first bump is 
covered With an insulating layer but the adjacem 

covered by ah insulating layer, as presently claimed.
